Preserved fruits in the furms of Jains, marma- 


lade, etc., are easily analyzed under the micro- 
scope, for here the various structures of the pulp

Beans of different varieties show cor- 
responding differences in their starch grains, but 
in general, the larje likeness between bean 
starches of all sorts was early recognised. 


Coffees are among the food materials most
